Supreme Court Rendered Decision 


Yesterday in flartin-Court- 


nev Mal Practice Case. 


DECISION FOR THE 


TwiceTriedand Carried to Highest 
Court, the Supreme Judges 
Differ on Final Decision 


B y a vote* of three to two the su* i 
preme court yesterday finally dec id- j 
ed the case of Margaret K. Martin 
* rs. Dr. W al ter Court ocy, both parties 
lieiiig residents of this city 
The 
case was twice tried in thi> city, and 
carried to the supremo court, arui a 
new trial ordered each time. 
Judge 
McClenahan, one of the attorneys for 
the defence was then elected to the 
bench in this district and a change 
of venue was taken to Sherburne 
county, where a third trial was had. 
In reviewing the case the St. 
Paul 
Dispatch says 
It is an action growing out of 
alleged malpractice on the part of 
Dr. Courtney, whs. as superintend ct 
of the Northern Pacific hospital, at 
Brainerd, attended the husband of 
Mrs. Martin, and bas been 
iii the 
courts three times. 
Martin was run over by a train at 
Brule, NVis.. in 1895, and had his 
# toes crushed. 
He was taken to 
W est Superior, where the toes were 
amputated, and then to the Brainerd 
hospital, where he remained from 
May 25 to Ju ly 16. 
Then he was 
discharged, but returned from time 
to time for treatment until Sept. 16, 
when he had a second operation, re­ 
moving more of the foot. 
He died 
of septicaemia in October. 
Mrs. Martin alleged carelessness 
in the treatment, and the plaintiff 
won in the lower court 
On the 
first review the supreme court order­ 
ed a new trial on account of the pre* 
ponderance of evidence in favor of 
the defendant. 
On a second review a new trial 
was ordered because of misconduct 
on the part of plaintiff’s attorney. 
Then a change of venue was taken 
to Anoka county, where a settled J 
case was made up and the evidence 
f submitted to the court which order­ 
ed a verdict 
for the 
defendant, 
Courtney, on tho evidence, and de 
nied plaintiff s motion 
for a new 
trial. 


The question before the court on 
this final review 
was whether the 
evidence should have bein submitted 
to the jury. 
It consisted largely of 
expert testimony. 
Justice Lovely, 
who wrote the opinion today: Chief 
Justice Start and Justice Collins 
sustains the trial court, holding: 
Margaret K. Martin, appellant, vs. 
W aiter Courtney, rexjioutient. 
In an action against a physician 
for malpractice, facts considered and 
held that the order of the trial court 
D EFEN D A N T-1 directing a verdict in fa vo r-f dr 
i fendant should tie sustained upon tho 
view that a finding bv the jury rn 
favor of the plaintiff must have been 
set aside as a matter iff law since the 
evidence did not reasonably tend to 
support a verdict in her favor, 
Order affirmed. 
Lovely. J. 
Justice Lew is says the t a"C should 
have been submitted to the jury.
